THOS. REYNOLDS MURDERED. 


‘His Decomposed Body, With a Rope 
Around the Neck, Found in a 
Heap of Rubbish. 


The dead and badly decomposed body of 
Thomas Reynolds, a railroad section hand, 
was found buried in the filth of the dark 
and dingy cellar of the Cleveland House, a 
cheap boarding and lodging-place at 303, 306 
and 307 South Third street, at 11 o’clock 
Tuesday morning. 

The man was murdered by garroting on 
the night of March 17, when most of the 
guests of the hotel were asleep. 

The murder was evidently committed with 
an object of robbery. The perpetrators are 
unknown, but the police have a clew which 
they are following. Thrée men left the 
house the morning after the murder. 

The death trap is the most desirable that 
could be planned for such a tragedy, the 


plot was deliberate and the execution was 
the work of adepts. ; 


Reynolds, who has not been working for 
some time, because of an illness, was miss- 
ing the morning of March 18. ‘ 

He had been seen to retire the previous 
night, his luggage was not disturbed; and 
a peculiar thing about the disappearance 
was that his coat and vest were hanging 
on the bed-post. 

The police were. notified, but Reynolds 
could not be founds 

Tuesday mas Kain, living at the 
house, neti something which he regarded 
with suspicion, end the investigation he 
made led to the discovery of the murdered 
man’s body. 

The north side of the house is occupied 
as a restaurant, where economical meals 
are served; the next door south is the of- 
fice and waiting-room, with a sawdust cov- 
ered noor, wh the next room to the south 
is a bed- room, made to accommodate thirty 
lodgers. 

From this rom a narrow filthy 
stairway, with rickety and broken steps, 
descends between cob-web covered walls 
to the foundation supporting the front of 
the house. 

A large archway through the foundation 
leads to the excavation under the sidewalk, 
which has been used to throw the miscel- 
laneous waste of the dining room. 

The archway is occupied by a dirty lav- 
atory that almost touches the ffont of the 
stairs. 

A very small room has been partitioned off 


here and a board wall separates it from the, 


cellar. A door, which has always been 
locked, opens into the cellar, which has 
been unoccupied for years, and in its un- 
kempt condition is almost sickening from the 
stench it throws out. 

Kain found the clasp on that door had 
8 pried off, and he went into the cel- 
ar. 

The ceiling, or rafters, are so low that one 
is compelled to stoop in passing along. There 
is absolutely, no light and the lavatory was 
perhaps dark when Reynolds was killed. 


Kain went to the back of the cellar, find- 
ing his way with the assistance of a candle, 
and there in a heap of sawdust, the sawdust 
which had been soiled on the floor of the 
waiting-room up-stairs, he saw the toe of a 
shoe protruding. above the filthy heap. 

He scraped the sawdust away with his 
feet and found what he at first supposed 
Was a man. 

He was too frightened to proceed further 
and rushed frantically. upstairs d told 
— —— Jacob Fritschy, what he had 

ounse n * 

Fritschy thought it was a joke, but Kain 
knew better*and ran out on the street and 
called in Police Officers leifstein and 
Coleman. : 

The officers, Fritschy and Kain, then went 
into the cellar, and still everyone but Kain 
considered the matter in a ludicrous light. 

Schleifstein pulled at the legs, they alone 
being uncovered, and then he realized that 
the subject was a corpse. 

After all the sawdust, the tin cans, broken 
bottles and ancient and cast-off clothing 
had been cleared away Reynolds’ body was 
recognized. 

A rope, such as is used to bind heavy pack- 
ages, was drawn tightly about his neck, his 
tongue was protruding and his eyes were 
bulging from the sockets.

able. 


The body was lugged upstairs, the city 
undertaker notified, and the corpse

The rope remained about the neck and 
che eight feet of slack was taken with it. 

Fritschy and Kain were then taken to the 
Four Courts by Sergt. Bd Fox, so that they 
could tell what they knew of the tragedy. 

Reynolds“ evidently had ocoasion to use 
the lavatory some time during the night of 
March 17. 

While he was there one of the murderers, 
who was standing in the dark under the 
sidewalk, reached through the archway and 
quickly drew the noose about the doomed 
man's neck, and did it 80 quickly tha) he 
could make no outcry. 

Then the man with the rope and his ac- 
complices, if he had any, burst the hasp off 
the lock into the cellar room and dragged 
Reynolds in. 

There is evidence that a st occurred 
and there are signs of violence: about the 
man’s body which show that he was knocked 
senseless. 

He was probably stretched out on the floor 
of the cellar and then robbed, 

He is supposed to have had some money, 
how much no. one knows, as he had been 
working steadily the past few years as a 
section hand, was known to be economical 
and had not been idle long.

Nath- 
ing would do so much to reduce transpor- 
tation cost for the vast interior of the 
country as assured deep water naviga- 
tion on the Mississippi River. 

For this reason, the failure of Messrs. 
Samuel and Mason to induce Congress to 
make a test of their scheme is a public 
misfortune. Let us hope, however, that it 
is only postponed for a year. At its next 
session, when ‘politics’ will play a less 
dominant part in legislation, Congress

Fol- 
lowing this game the dreadful collision 
on the Kirkweod line, which powerful 
brakes might have averted. And the 
mangling ot little Annje Bartles is added 
testimony to the fact that street cars 
will continue to be a menace to life and 
limb, in spite of fenders, until they are 
equipped with the best appliances far 
stopping quickly. 

With the thousands of patents that 
have been granted on brakes, scores af 
| which are practical, it ought not to be 
difficult to fit all street cars with the best | 
air or electrical brakes. It is as easy to 
work the air brake by electricity as by 
steam, and an electrical brake that would 
apply the powerful clutch of the électro- 
magnet upon both wheels and rails in an 
emergency could be so constructed and 
fitted upon cars as to stop any car with- 
in its own length. 

The best fender now made will not al- 
ways work. Whoever has watched cars 
going round curveg will have noticed 
that the fender is nat pointing towards 
the center of the track, thus leaving the 
part of the track on the outer edge of 
the curve unguarded. This and other 
defects in the fender ought te be recti- 
fied, but along with the best fender 
ought to go the best and most powerful 
brake. Until this improvement is made 
in street car equipment, these vehicles 
will be a constant menace tq pedestrians, 
especially to ehildren: .

POST-OFFICE. BURGLARS, 


The Police Think They Have Twe Pris- 
eners of Note. 


What the police regard as an important 
capture was made at g o'clock Monday 
afternoon by Detectives Viehle and Dotz- 
man. N 

At Sixth and Market streets they arrest- 
ed John Cole and Charles McMullen, who 
were attempting to dispose of a valuable 
let of postage stamps for a sméll consid- 
eration. 

The men had in their possession 1,570 
stamps—500 1-cent stamps, 500 2-cent, 400 
5-cent, 100 8-cent and 70 10-cent stamps, all 
valued at $50. They are known to have 
offered them for sale, but would give no 
account of their possession of them. 

The detectives had been shadowing the 
men for several hours, wating for an op- 
portunity to arrest them under the most 
binding circumstances. The men attempt- 
ed no violent resistance. They were 
armed. About two hours we Phy 
known that they had a evolver and 
about $20 between them,.but at the time of 
their capture they had neither weapons nor 
money. They were roughly dressed, and 
had the appearance of men in hard luck. 

The stamps are supposed to be the booty 
obtained by the robbery of some suburban 
post-office. 

Cole ts about 380 years old and McMullen 
is ten years his senior. Neither has been 
arrested in St. Louis before, but Cole has 
a record as a post-office burglar. One of 
his companions, Stanton, is serving a five- 
year term in the Missourt penitentiary for 
a post-office job, and another fellow work- 
er, Clark, is rats, a term in the Joliet 
penitentiary for urglary committed in 
Illinois. . 

Cole is thought to be one of two men 
who engaged in a daring hold-up of a 
Southern Electric car in front of the Work- 
house one night last March. Two men 
boarded the car and attempted to rob Con- 
ductor D. A. Euge. He grappled with 
them, and had almost succeeded in wrest- 
ing a revolver from the one who answers 
the description of Cole, when the other 
one beat him over the head with a pistol, 
cutting a gash through his cap and dent- 
ing the metal plate on the front. Euge 
finally kicked the two men off the car, and 
they es Arrest. 

Cole is known to have made remarks lat- 
er concerning his connection with the at- 
tempted robbery, but Euge, who called at 
the Four Courts Tuesday morning, was un- 
able to identify him.

Not a single charge has been 
substantiated and the merry war goes on, 
Where the Emergency’ Committee refuses 
a special rate to an agent on a particular 
risk he secures the risk by wagering his 
customer $10 or $20 or $50 according to the 
size of the risk, that he will not give him 
the policy. Of course the customer accepts 
the wager, gives the agent the business,and 
collects the wager as a rebate on his rate. 

This and other means of cutting rates 
are being constantly followed and yet we 
are unable to prove a single case.“

Several well-known agents appeared be- 
fore the committee, but what for is kept 
secret.
